SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded hy any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 100 acres, more or’ 
lena. 

Application for homestead entry must 
he made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
oat any agency on certain con- 
ditions by the father, mother, | son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
Office may be wired to the Agent by the) 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
eant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pe 
pers to complete the transaction are re-/ 
ceived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim or if entry haa been granted it 
will be summarily concelled, | 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
an individual until that application has 
been disposed of. | 

Where an entry ia cancelled ecubse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi-| 
bie, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment.

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THE HUDSON BAY 
RAILWAY SCHEME 


Both Alberta and Saskatchewan Govern- 
ments Favor the Scheme and Will 
Impress on Federal Parliament De- 
sirability of Providing Outlet for 
Grain of the West by This Means. 


The growth of the city of Edmonton 
and the development of Northern Al- 
herta and Saskatchewan has given a 
new importance to the Hudson Bay 
railway scheme, It is an-open secret 
that the governments of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta favor the scheme and are 
hoth urging the undertaking upon the 
Dominion government. A few days 
ago the Hon. Mr. Cushing, in the 
course of the debate on the resolution 
to acquire the railways of the province 
Stated that in the event of the gov- 
ernment of Canada failing to und i- 
take the road the course would be 
open for the governments of the pra- 
irie provinces to bring the wheat lands 
of the west nearer the seaboard. 

Conjointly with the government o: 
Saskatchewan the government of Al- 
berta have recently sent a minute of 
the executive council to the executive 
of the Federal parliament, setting 
forth the desirability of opening rail- 
way communication with the Hudson 
Bay. The draft of the minute is 
follows 

The Historical Gateway. 

Historically Hudson Bay is 
gateway of the North-West. For over 
two and a half centuries trade has 
been carried on from the ports on its 
shores The growth of shipping on 
the Great Lakes has diverted atten- 
tion from the older route, but the ex- 
perience of the last few years seems 
to indicate that another outlet ior the 
natural products of Western Canada 
must soon looked for. The rail- 
ways leading to the hand of the Lakes 
find every year the ‘neck of -the 
bottle’? more and more congested and 
the difficulty of handling through that 
one outlet the business of transporta 
tion, growing as it is by leaps and 
bounds, becomes every year greater, 

There is little doubt that should th: 
government of Canada undertake the 
task of opening a port on Hudson Bay 
for use during the open season, with 
the accompanying facilities for navi- 
gation, and communication therewith 
from the interior, an immense boon 
would be conferred on that portion of 
the Dominion which lies between the 
Bay and the Rocky mountains, 

The direct distance from Fort Nel- 
son to Edmonton is less than a thou- 
sand amiles, while a road from that 
point in a more southerly direction 
to Calgary, ior example, would tap 
three eystems of railway which are 
now finding their way to every pari 
oi the provinces of Alberta and Sa 
katehewan, besides opening out atract 
of country which experience of previ- 
ous development in a northerly diree- 
tion leads us to suppose would be in 
itsel* a source of wealth. 

_. Short Route to Liverpool. 

From Fort Nelson to Liverpool and 
other HKnglish ports the distance. is 
less than by. the lake, canal and rive: 
route down the St. Lawrence, with the 
added advantage of shipment being 
more direct into ocean-going ships 
The time during which navigation i 
possible from the Bay has been shown 
to be only shorter by some lew. weeks 
than from the Lake ports.of the St. 
Lawrence. There is no reason to doubt 
that British ship owners will send 
their ships to a port in Hudson Bay 
with merchandise for the North-West 
us soon as it is known that return 
curgoes can be secured there. Much 0: 
this merchandise now finds its way 
into Alberta round the Horn to Van- 
couver. 

The mutual advantages which would 
acerue to the mother country and t 
Canada are too manifest to need ex- 
position, The obvious mission of the 
province of Alberta for many year 
to come is the production in ever-in- 
creasing quantities of those food-stuffs 
tor which Great Britain offers the 
readiest market, while any facilities 
for the cheaper supply of the manu- 
juctured necessities and luxuries of 
lite will repay with interest the out- 
lay on the dine. 

Difficulties of Transportation Grow. 

Every year the area of land unde: 
cultivation in the province grows en- 
ormously and the difficulty of ship- 
ping the wheat ‘growe with it, but be- 
sides the cereal products there is the 
live cattle and meat industry, the di- 
mensions of which in the immediate 
future it igs impossible to estimate. 
Already, with the wholly inadequate 
transportation o: the present day, 73,- 
&89 cattle and 6,469 horses were ship- 
ped east in 1906 from Alberta under 
conditions which the royal commis- 
sion of 1907 has shown to be deleteri- 
ous in the extreme. Of these 50,000 
were classed by the inspectors at Win- 
nipeg as prime export cattle, 

There were in the province in 1906 
40,000 pige and 75,000 sheep, none ot! 
which were exported. No country in 
the world is better fitted for the rais- 
ing of pigs for the packing industry. 
The exceptional character of the yield 
of oats all over the province places at 
the command of the farmer an un- 
limited supply of one of the best foods 
for this stock while the establishment 
of a large and ever increasing number 
oi creameries, accessible to farmers in 
all partes of the province, makes quan- 
tities of skim milk available for use in 
this way. The establishment of pack- 
ing plants on a very extensive scale is 
now going on and traffic of this char- 
acter will shortly demand largely in- 
creased transport facuities. 

Would Tap Another Territory. 


Should the line be continued so a> 
to connect directly with the railway 
systems of the Northwestern States, 
another territory would be tapped 
from which treight would flow, as the 
seaport offered would be much nearer 
to those states of the union than any 
port on the Atlantic seaboard 

This is a brief resume of the rea- 
sons for which the executive council 
believes that his honoi should ask 
that the Federal parliament should 
order operations to be commenced 
looking to the construction in the 
early future of a railway line to some 
point on Hudson Bay where a seaport 
may be established for the commerce 
of this proyince and of western Can- 
ada generally,

In his veins was the blood of the In- 
dian to a small extent, for, according 
to the legend away back in the past 


a girl had been stolen from the French | 


by the Algonquins and as she grew 
up she married an Indian chief and 
had two sone. One of these sons, it 
is said, was the great granduncle of 
his grandmother—-and so he  ¢ould 
claim some Indian ancestry. 

On the 19th of September, 1849, for

‘Dear old Edmotiton; dear old) Ed 
monton, how [ love it,’ said the 
speaker. 

“In the old days we had no magis- 
trate, no police and no crimes, It 
was stupid then to think of putting a 
jock to our doors. It is wonderful to 
think that the advance of civilization 
has brought in crime in Its path.” 

Referring to the Hudson’s' Bay Com- 
pany, Father Lacombe told of the old 
times and the days of Factor John 
Roland. 
influence. He was 4 
stature and Inme, but brave like a 
lion, and so brave that the Indians 
called him ‘Mountain Chief.” Hi 
came in early life from Quebec, the 
son of a French mother and a Scotch 
father, and soon proved so brave that 
he reached the position of chief fac- 
tor. The leading men in the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company's employ came 
mostly from Montreal and were brave 
men, most!y of French and Seoteh 
ancestry. Then ne money was 1D 
use, but sking were given for payment 
instead of coin, When the times of 
treaty came the Indian began to find 
out the value of common currency, 

No Guard For Money Needed. 

Father Lacombe told of his ‘trip four 


years ago to the Lesser Slave Lake 
with a treaty party as interpreter 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier persuaded him to 
go, and the priest pointed out that 
the money must be one dollar 
bills. Then they took big boxes, and 


Sir Wilfrid said “We will send a num- 
ber of policemen to guard the money,” 
but Father Lacombe replied “We don't 
need police; there are no white men 
there.” 

Father Lacombe paid a tribute to 
the kindness of the Hudson's Bay 
Company to the early missionaries 
but said the continued warning to the 
missionaries was ‘Don’t touch the 
skins,’ which were the all valuable 
product to the company. When the 
free traders came into the country 
they were prosecuted by the company, 
who thought they had sole right to 
the furs. 

“The hali-breeds formed a great fac 
tor in the history of this district, 
said Father Lacombe “| loved them 
from the beginning and I love them 
vet, though they are greatly changed

“Now is the day of immigration 
and the country is growing faste 
than I ever thought it could 
It must be because we had the 
right men in the right place (Cheers) 
and were getting the right kind «ot 
immigrants into the country, The 
people show the greatest hope in the 
future and the people who came here 
a few years ago with nothing have 
property worth thousands of dollars,” 


Encourage Immigrants. 
“So you who call yourselves the 
Canadian Club do your best to en- 
courage immigrants, Help those who
